Butter Sales Increase 


Sales of butter 
increased greatly 


during the first six months of the 
year, according to statistics compiled 
by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. And at the same time .stocks 
of butter on hand have not been low- 
er in many years. "During the first 
six months of 1930 creamery butter 
went into consumption to the amount 
of 794,940,000 pounds," according to 
Oie demrtment of agriculture, 
And 


durin gthe same period in 1931 crem- 
cry butter went into consumption to 
the amount 
of 
818,594,900 pounds. 


This represents an increase of 23,654,- 
000 pounds. This increase in cream- 
ery butter sales is not as large as the 
decrease in oleomargarine sales for 
the same period, which was 47,000,000 
pounds. But this difference has been 
more than made up by the use of farm 


mtter or home churned butter. 


, !The tax 
on 
colored margarine, 


which went into effect July 1 has de- 
stroyed the sale, on local markets at 
least, of colored margarine. If the 
same condition prevails elsewhere, 
this tax should greatly Increase the 
demand for both creamery and farm- 
churned butter. 


Up 4 Cents Per Pound 


During the past few weeks 92 score 


butter on the New York market ad- 
vanced more than 4 cents per pound, 
according to W. J. Jensen, secrtjtary- 
manager of the American Association 
of Creamery Buter Matker*? ' OnJuly 
first," he says, "there were 14,000,000 
pounds less butter in storage than on 
July 1 1930. And on August 8 there 
were almost 33,000,000 
pounds less

Mr. Wilson's gun has a 48-inch bar- 


rell, juid it takes a real man to hoM 
it steady without the forked stick th'ft 
frontiersmen used when drawing a 
bend on the enemy. 


The age and origin of this gun are 


shrouded in the mystery of Red river 
valley. It must -be a hundred years 
old, the barrel being hand-forged and 
the bore not very accurately centered. 


Mr. Wilson said the gun was found 


in a vacant house ,four miles from 
the mouth of Kiomatia river, on the 


banks of Red river, just north of 
ClarksviUe, Texas. * 


It is a muzzle-loader, the shot be- 


ing rammed home with'a special rod 
that was underslung beneath the bar- 
rel. The gun-barrel flares out about 
four inches from the muzzle. ' * ' 


There are two triggers, 'the' firing- 


trigger, andUhe ctickJng-trigger which 
is just behlfW it "Hair-trigger" aptly 
describes the firing action, for if one 
scarcely ^breathes on the firing-trig- 
ger the hammer will snap.
